Grace H. Bean, Librarian 

Ralph H, Bean, Police Officer 

William B. Horrocks, Folice Officer 

Ralph H. Bean, Fire Officer 

Ralph H. Bean, Road Agent 


Other elections and appropriations moved, seconded and carried 
were as follows: 


1 - To nominate Sarah J. Woodward delegate to the Constitutional 
Convention, 


2 ~- To pay town officers the same salarieS as budgeted the 
previous year, 


3 - To appropriate $100.00 for town officers! expenses, 


- To accept Town toad Aid and make aprropriations for same if 
and when State funds become available. 


5 - To appropriate $1500.00 for repair and maintenance of town 
roads and bridges during the ensuing year. This aprropria- 
tion to include tarring to the Norton Cottage, to the 
Hochgebirge Cottape, and the road to the Horrocks residence. 


6 - To appropriate $500.00 for rerair and maintenance of the 
Town House. $400.00 to be for the contractor, Mr. Cayes, 
and $100.00 toward electrification of the building. 


7 - To appropriate $200.00 for supervision of property for the 
ensuing year, 


8 - To appropriate $75.00 to the Sceva Speare Memorial 
Hospital. -: 


9 - To arpropriate $50.00 to the Campton Volunteer Fire 
Department 


10 - To appropriate the amount of money necessary to retain 
membership in the White Mountain Region Association, 
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To appropriate not more than $1,000.00 for town insect 
control. 


To arrropriate $290.00 to Ralph H. Bean as reimbursement 
for the balance of the 1955 insect spraying bill which 
Mr. Bean had paid from his own funds. 


To appropriate not more than $7,000.00 to replace the 
Depot Camp Road Bridge and improve approaches to same, 


To ask the U. S. Post Office officials if W:terville 
Valley may be listed in the postal registers, 


There being no further business, it was voted to adjourn the 
meeting at 4:30 p.m.
